The first stage of the compulsory 
dipping order for cattle in mange- 
affected areas in sotithern Alberta 
and southwestern Saskatchewan has 
been completed, according to. word 
received by Dr. George Hilton, chief 
veterinary inspector for the Domin- 
ion, who is supervising the move by 
which the federal department of ag- 
riculture hopes to practically elim- 
inate mange within the next six or 
eight weeks. 

All cattle-i thé area designated 
were ordered to be dipped and work 
started on June 24, the total number 
of vats used being 88. Within a few 
days 12 more had been added. Dr. 
Hargraves, of Medicine Hat, who is 
assisting with the work, reports that 
practically every stock owner had 
given the department their fullest 
co-operation. Weather conditions 
were perfect. Range-riders engaged 
by the department covered the terri- 


tory to see that stragglers were 
brought in behind the general 
round-ups.

Michigan Farmers’ 
Market Fleece for Best 
Prices. 

Through the Michigan Farm Bur- 
eau.a goodly number of the farmers 
of Michigan have formed a wool 
pool, which amounts now to 2,500,- 


000 pounds and -will shortly become]. 


a stack of 4,000,000° pounds. By 
means of this pool.the farmers hope 
to get a price for their-wool in 
keeping with the prices of wool 
cloth and similar commodities. It is 
their opinion, by the best advice the 
ureau can secure that shortly the 
price will go up from about 22 cents 
to at least twice that amount and 
yield a-sum in keeping with their 
anticipations when the shearing sea- 
son came on. : 

The big stock of wool belongs 
now ‘to some 10,000 individual farm- 
ers, and that number will increase to 
about 15,000 taken into the pool by 
the bureau from about 170 local as- 
sembling points Where the.woal is 
stored, sacked and_ shipped in car 
lots to Lansing.” 

When a farmer turns his wool in- 
to the bureau he can secure an ad- 
vance of 75 percent of its value at 
the current market price. The farm- 
ers, however, this year do not seem 
to be in serious need of immediate 
funds for very few have asked -for 
this advance. 

Farmers in other states are form- 
ing similar pools although no one of 
them is anywhere as extensive as 
this one. In New York state, for in- 
stance, the growers have small pools 
in 37 different. counties.

Agriculture Minister Has Great 
Faith In the Future of the

Saskatoon. — “It is the duty of

Present Methods of “Mining” Soil 
Will Soon Lead West to 
Disaster. 

Winnipeg. — Warning against the 
“mining” of Canadian prairie lands 
by “get-rich-quick”. settlers who take 
crops for a few’ years 
without refertilization of the ground, 
was sotnded at the conference here 


of the commission on conservation 
of soil. 
“The “fate of this nation depends 


chiefly on the fertility of. its soil,” 
declared Prof. *Hanson, “and our 
soils are rapidly losing their basic 
strength in organic matter and nit- 
rogen. We must seek immediately 
to correct this. 

“One of the problems which con- 
fronts us is drifting lands, due to 
lack of soil fibre. Land drifting is 
causing’ as much loss in ‘some dis- 
in the west as rust and in- 
sects.” : : 

He outlined the results of the pre- 
liminary eperiments and tests being 
made in Manitoba to determine pro- 
per methods ~-to prevent | drifting. 
“While this work was far from com- 
pleted, the result of, the-work already 
done,” Prof, Hanson said, “led him 
to believe that. the bromo grass was 
the easiest method of returning’ the 
fibre,to the soil. « 

“Farming under irrigation has 
been practiced im all parts of Can- 
ada and the United States profitably 
and should be. encouraged,” he said. 

“Carelessness in cultural methods 
was asserted to be undoubtedly the 
greatest existing curse to agriculture 
in Canada,” said Dr, J. H. Grisdale, 
deputy minister of agriculture. 

In his analysis of conditions of 
the Canadian prairies, Dr. Grisdale 
stated the causes for the gradually 
decreasing yield in bushels per acre 
from the cereal crops would appear 
to be; Prevalence of weeds, lack of 
fibre in soil,~pbor moisture conser- 
vation and poor cultural methods 
employed by the farmers.

The Upper Hot Sulphur Springs 
miles from town and 
many people are there taking the 
hot baths for their health. For 25c 
one can have their choice of a tub 
bath, a plunge, or the swimming 
pool.

The Lower Hot Sulphur Springs 
are at the Cave and Basin, one mile 
from town. There are two swim- 
ming pools. The smaller one is in 
the Basin and has the warmer water. 
The larger one is about 50 ft by 150 
feet and at one end the depth is four 
feet and at the other end eight feet. 

The Sundance Canyon is two 
miles farther on from the leave and 
Basin. On the plateau of rocks 
above the canyon the Indians used 
to perform a dance called the Sun- 
dance. 

Johnson’s Canyon is fifteen miles 
west of town and a walk of a mile 
over a steep rocky path leading up 
the canyon, over many rustie brid- | 
ges which cross and recross a swift 
flowing stream that comes down the 
canyon and forms many pretty falls 
on the way. When the end of the 
path is reached one sees Johnson 
Falls. ® 

Lake Minnewanka is eight: and 
one-half*miles north east of town.
